With respect to Applicant's argument that Tenev fails to teach or suggest "a binding system for binding a tree observer with a tree, for 
binding node pattern to node observers to generate at least one node pairing, and for binding the tree observer to at least one node 
patter-node observer pairing" as recited in claim 1. Tenev does disclose binding via node-link structure and as noted by the Applicant that 
Tenev simply maps tow things, namely from a pair of node Ids to a link ID (Remarks, page 8) the binding feature would be inherent to 
TeneVs system, otherwise, Tenev's system would not be operable if it is not binding while mapping. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to Tenev does not determine "whether the data in a node matches that of a node pattern in a node 
pattern-node... to the graph", is not given any patentable weight because the body of the claim does not recited any limitation related to 
matching the data of a node. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that Tenev routine that removes a node is not equivalent to the pruning system as included in claim 
1 . Tenev does disclose the pruning system by eliminating the nodes (see FIG. 11 and related discussion). 
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
